two bodies pound their last “whacks”’ 
late Saturday night. 

That the closing week will be a 
frantic, mad rush is evidenced by the 
fact that the senate has both the gen- 
eral tax bill and the general appro- 
priations measure, both of which must 
yet be passéd out of committee, acted 
upon by the senate and sent back to 
the honse for concurrence in amend- 
ments, of which there are likely to be

An extra session of the legislature 
hung @ver the capitol like a thunder- 
eloud Saturday, in view of the recent 
announcemént by Governor lL. G. 
Hardman that he would veto any ap- 
propriations and tax bills that do not 
balance, only six short days remaining 
to make both ends meet on the income 
and outgo of the state, which, as ap- 
proved by the house, lack some 
$5,000,000 of striking a balance. 

Interest this week centers first in 
the senate on the money raising and 
spending bills, and next in the move to 
have the house concur in the amend- 
ments, with the probability strong 
that the usual conference committee 
will have to be appointed to smooth 
out the differences. In the senate 
Monday a move will be made to amend 
the general tax act so that a fairer 
taxation of capital invested in Georgia 
by foreign and domestic corporations 
may be had, it was learned Saturday. 

The appropriations committee of 
the senate will hold its only public 
hearing Monday night, as no meetings’ 
of the senate committee are planned 
for this week-end, Senator Rivers, of 
the fifth district, chairman, annpune- 
ed. Nor is a meeting of the” sen- 
ate finance committee being held over 
the week-end.

London, Atgust 13.—British — offi- 
cials are watching closely develop- 
ments of events in Ireland and opinion 
in London is that there is little danger 
of any attempt to upset the treaty 
even if the Cosgrave government is de- 
feated Thursday and succeeded by a 
government composed of the labor 
party and national league, with the 
support of the fianna fail (republican) 
party, whose members, however, it is 
announced, will not take office. 

The worst that is expected in Lon- 
don is an effort by the new govern- 
ment to secure some change in the 
form of oath to save the faces of the 
fianna fail followers of De Valera. 
This probably will not be hard to ar- 
range, if. only a formal change is re- 
quired. There is no fear that in any 
circumstance separatist agitation will 
be revived either by the laborites or 
national league. 

Tom Johnson, leader of the labor 
party, who is slated for president of 
the new government, is an English- 
man and is a strong constitutionalist 
of the stripe of Ramsey MacDonald, 
in England, and Captain Willie Red- 
mond, chief of the national league, 
like his father, the late John Red- 
mond, also is an advocate of constitu- 
tional parliamentary methods. There 
is no certainty, however, even now, 
that the government will be defeated 
Tuesday. President Cosgrave is an 
extremely clever politician and reports 
received here indicate that he still 
has several tricks up his sleeve if he 
wishes to continue in office.

The amendment provides a scale of 
taxes for the corporations with capi- 
tal invested in this state, the amount 
of tax varying according to the 
amount of capital invested. 

The bill also provides for hearing 
on the corporations’ tax abilities be- 
fore the comptroller general, the cor- 
porations being given the right of ap- 
peal from the -comptroller general’s 
decision to Fulton superior court. 

Reese Amendment. 
. Under Senator Reese’s amendment. 
liabilities of the corpordtions assessed 
against ‘the capital invested in Geor- 
gia would be subject to reduction 
when the tax is figured, the tax being 
imposed only on the net capital in- 
vested. The amendment was drawn

cial purposes. 

The argument added that even under 
the 25-cent disadvantage existing be- 
fore the commission reduced rates 
from the northern fields the southern 
operators could not have shipped coal 
in any great volume “but for certain 
economic conditions prevailing in the 
northern districts which are now being 
corrected.” 

The coal traffic to the northwest, 
the statement said, moves during the 
season of open navigation on the lakes 
when demands of other markets are 
less active than in colder seasons. By 
keeping the mines operating, the state- 
ment said, the cost of fuel in other 
seasons for New England, the south 
and central states, is decreased. 

The statement was filed on behalf 
of about 600 operators in, West Vir- 
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ginia, Kentucky, Virginia’ and Ten- 
nessee,

1S. WILL PROTEST 
ARREST IN MEXICO 


Washington, August 13.—(4)—For- 
mal representations to the Mexican 
foreign office in connection with the 
manner in which Joseph De Courcey, 
New York Times correspondent in 
Mexico City, was arrested and deport- 


ed from Mexico will be filed by ‘the 
American embassy under instructions 
from the state department. 

The embassy has been directed to 
protest against the fact that De Cour- 
cey was secretiy arrested and held in- 
communicado by the Mexican police 
and that the embassy was not notified 
of his apprehension. While the right 
of the Mexican fovernment under its 
constitution to expel from Mexico any 
foreign national who may be found 
undesirable without furnishing any 
reason for the action will not be chal- 
lenged, the general right under inter- 
national law of access by diplomatic 
representatives to arrested nationals 
involved as well as the question of the 
treatment De Courcey received during 
the period of his arrest. 

The embassy communication is ex- 
pected to request that in future cases 
where Americans are arrested for de- 
portation the Mexican government will 
see that the embassy ia advised of the 
arrest and permitted to make such ar- 
rangements in behalf of persons to be 
deported as would p e for . their 
comfort and the secantral their prop- 
erty or other interests. 

he De Courcey case gives the state 
department an opportunity to raise 
this aspect of the application of ar- 
ticle 33 of the Mexican constitution, 
under which such deportetiong are 
made although there is po @rarrant 
of treaty or international law which 
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justifies. diplomatic intervention in 
connection with the charges made 
against De Courcey so far as can be 
learned.

Even Dr. Joseph I. McLaughlin, 
Charleston state prison physician, 
feared that a continuation of the fast 
might- have a disastrous effect upon 
the prisoner’s heatlh. 

Saeco’s lawyers indicated he was 
approaching a point when drastic 
steps—possibly forced feeding—might 
be taken to break his hunger strike. 

Forcible Feeding Delayed. 

Warden William Hendry still insist- 
ed, however, that forcible, feeding 
would be resorted to onlye when all 
other steps had failed and only on the 
order of Dr.. McLaughlin. 

Prison authorities were urged by 
Michael Angelo Musmanno, of Pitts- 
byrgh, member of the defense coun- 
sel, to tell Sacco that forced feeding 
methods were to be used, in the be- 
lief that it would cause the hunger 
striker to eat voluntarily. 


Bartolomeo Vanzetti, who adopted 
a liquid diet as a means of gradually 
breaking his fast immediately after 
being granted a 12-day respite by Gov- 
ernor Alvan T. Fuller last ednes- 
day, today had solid food for the first 
time since July 17. 

With obvious pleasure, he ate heart- 
ily of frankfurters and bread, . and 
drank coffee, milk and beef tea. But 
food failed to tempt Sacco on the 
28th day of his fast—begun in protest 
against the secrecy of the governor’s 
investigation of the famous case.

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LAWS ARE URGED 


Chicago, August 13.—Uniformity of 
state laws as a means of solving the 
maze of | intricacies that exist 
today in enforcing of conflicting laws 
between various states is strongly od- 
vocated in committee reports of the 
American Bar association, to be pre- 
sented to the national convention at 
Buffalo, N. Y., August 31 to Septem- 
ber 2, made public today. 

The reports plead for time to test 
soundness of new laws, particularly 
concerning. aviation .and radio, before 
introduction -of additional legislation. 

The convention will be addre 
this year by William Howard Taft, 
thief’ justice of the United States; 
Governor Alfred EF. Smith, of New 
York: Secretary. of State Frank B., 
Kellogg and Lord Hewart, lord chief 
justice of England. 

In regard to radio, the association 
committee said that it was more in 
favor of an executive government ¢e- 
partment for radio regulation than the 
present commission form. It believed 
that state laws regarding 
must be uniform, but were unneces- 
sary now because of efficient federal 
regulations, except for state laws cov- 
ering intrastate flying, which the fed- 
eral laws did not include. 

Various changes in the revenue act 
are recommended asking that the gov- 
ernment bear the burden of proof in 
an issue of fraud, instead of the tax- 
payer. The committee said that in- 
terest on refunds should be to the date 
of actual payment an@ on credits to 
the date of application for credit. 

Uniform state laws to clarify and 
improve bankruptcy and commerce 
law proceedings are recommended.

Atlauta’s first cigarette factory will 
begin production this week, and on 
September 1 the city will be intro- 
duced to Cavalier cigarettes. 

The new brand of fags will be man- 
ufactured by the Southern ‘Tobacco 
corporation, the plant of which on 
Marietta street is in readiness to he- 
gin turning out cigarettes in mass 
quantity, according to its officials. 

Machinery of the most modern type 
has been installed in the plant on 
Marietta street: a big stock of to- 
haceo is on hand, and employees are 
all set to start the wheels of the com- 
plicated apparatus that produces the 
cigarettes. 

H. G. Davidson, vice president and 
general manager of the company, has 


stated that in so far as is possible, 
Georgia toébacco will be used in the 
manufacture of the cigarettes. ‘The 
company has its own big warehouse 
and drying plant at Fitzgerald under 
direction of tobacco experts, and J, H. 
Austin will be manufacturer at the 
local plant. Mr. Austin has seen wide 
experience with practically all of the 
big domestic corporations and has 
been stationed in foreign countries 
with others. 

“We plan to use in Cavalier cig- 
arettes all the Georgia tobaeco pos- 
sible, and extensive purchases of the 
weed have already been made in the 
south Georgia markets,’ Mr. Davidson 
said Saturday. “Of course burley and 
Turkish tobaccos will be used for 
flavoring the blend, but the bulk of 


our tobacco 
of Georgia.’ 

The new and up-to-date machinery 
which the Southern Tobacco corpora- 
tion has installed under direction of 
Mr. Austin in the Marietta street 
plant turns out mechanircally-rolled 
cigarettes at an almost uncanny rate. 
It is operated by women employees. 
one machine rolling the cigarettes and 
others packing them in cartons. 

The tobacco when first received here 
is put through a steaming room where 
it is made pliant, then goes to the 
blending department where its is mix- 
ed in proper proportion with fine 
burley and Turkish tobacco, and final- 
ly goes through the machines to 
emerge in the form of sealed and 
stamped Cavalier cigarettes.

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NORTHERN CHINESE 
ROUT CANTONESE

Shanghai, August 13.—( United 
News.)-—Nationalists troops in the 


\lower Yangtze valley today suffered 


severe defeat in battle with the north- 
erners and private advices from Nan- 
king, moderate nationalist capital, said 
huge fires were burning in that city. 

It was believed that the national- 
ists, who still control Nanking, were 
burning their ammunition dumps. 
Wounded nationalists streamed into 
Nanking today from the battle front 
along the Pukow-Tientsin railway. 

Chiang Kai-Shek, moderate nation- 
alist militarist, arrived here today 
by special train with 600 guards. He 
admitted the loss of Pengpu to the 
northerners, but told the United News 
their success was only temporary and 
that he weuld recapture the city wiih- 
in a week. There were prospects, 
however, that Chiangs power might 
be smashed in this area uniess the 
northern advance was halted. 

Reports from the front indicated 
that the battle for possession of a 
section of the railway was one of the 
major engagements of the entire civil 
war period. There was no means of 
accurately determining the number of 
dead and injured, but the casualties 
were expected to mount into the thou- 
sands. 

Troops of the northern Chihli and 
Shantung provitees joined with Sun 
Chuan-Fang, former northern gov- 
ernor of Shanghai, to meet the na- 
tionalists, 

Pukow is the terminal on the rail- 
way on the north side of the Yangtze. 
Directly across the river is Nanking, 
whence the railroad runs south and 
east to Shanghai, Hankchow and 
Hingpo. 

Wealthy Chinese were evacuating 
Nanking today. They feared further 
successes of the northerners wou!

DE VALERA MAY SIT 
IN TWO PARLIAMENTS 


Dublin, Ireland, August 13.—(4)— 
Eamon de Valera, who with his 
fianna fail deputies has entered the 
dail eireann after taking the oath of 
allegiance, may soon also become an 
active member of the northern Irish 
parliament. 

There have been six abstentionists 
from the northern parliament which 
sits at BKelfast—four nationalists. in- 
eluding Mr. de Valera, and two Sinn 
Feiners. It is considered likely that 
they will follow the course taken in 
the case of the dail and cease their 
boycott of the Ulster body. 

De Valera was elected to the north- 
ern parliament from County Down 
and to the dail eireann from County 
Clare. 


The eyes of political observes are 
focussed on Tuesday's session of the 
dail eireann when a debate is sched- 
uled to begin with possible far-reach- 
ing consequences. ‘The general as- 
sumption is that a motion of non-con- 
fidence will be introduced, resulting 
in the fall of the government of Presi- 
dent Cosgrave. The president is rep- 
resented as unwilling to continue in 
office even if he should win by two 
or three votes. 

In the event of the resignation of 
the Cosgrave government, Tom John- 
son, parliamentary labor leader, un- 
doubtedly would be called upon to 
form a‘ ministry, and as the members 
of the dail displayed a reluctance yes- 
terday to have another general elec- 
tion in the immediate future, it is con- 
sidered that the prospective Johnson 
government might have a fairly long 
existence. It was only a question, 
according to the comment of some ob- 
servers, whether Johnson and De Val- 
era, being of extreme opposite tem- 
peraments, could pull together. 

De Valera sat silent throughout the 
sessions of the dail.

SEVEN ARE HELD 
IN RIOT AT MINE 


Columbus, Ohio, August 13.—(/)— 
Five union miners and two of their 
women allies stand charged in a Bel- 
mont county justice court with in- 
citing a riot and assaulting with in- 
tent to kill as a result of a massed 
attack on non-union miners who tried 
to reach the Provident mine near St. 
Clairsville ‘Friday. .

Mean- 
while they were released on $1,000 
bond each. Colonel L. S. Conelly, 
Cleveland, 145th infantry, Ohio na- 
tional guard, speaking of the situation 
in Belmont county, announced today 
that. four more arrests are expected. 

May Oust Sheriff. 

An aftermath of the attack, ina 
which 2300 men and women are al- 
Jeged to have broken through a cor- 
don of mine guards, was the an- 
nouncement of Prosecutor Paul VY. 
Waddell that he plans to bring ouste 
proceedings against Sheriff ©. C. 
Hardesty. 

Waddell said he has procured five 
affidavits charging that Hardesty was 
“drunk” last night following the dis- 
turbance and therefore was in¢a- 
pacitated for duty. The prosecutor 
and sheriff have been in disagreement 
over the mine situation in the county 
for some time. 

The incidents climaxed a quiet week 
in the mine regions which have been 
intermittently agitated during the 
last few weeks through a continuance 
of the wage dispute between union 
miners and coal operators. 


Determined to Open Mines. 


It came directly, however, on the 
heels of an announcement in Cleve- 
land by S. M. Robbins, chairman of 
the Ohio Coal Operators association, 
that the operators are determined to 
open their mines: by “employing such 
labor as they may be able to secure,” 
regardless of the union miners’ strike. 

This announcement, also contained 
in a letter from Robbins to Gover- 
not Donahey, was looked upon as an 
ultimatum to fhe miners. It follow- 
ed collapse of the governor's plan to 
get central competitive field miners 
and operators in a wage scale confer- 
ence at Toledo. The conference failed 
through the operators’ claim that the 
interstate competitive field no longer 
exists. 

“The Ohio coal operators have been 
compelled to come to the conclusion

The 
automobiles returned from the Webb 
and Florence mines without suffering

Shanghai, August 13.—Quo Tai-Chi, 
vice minister of foreign affairs of the 
nationalist government, returned from 
Nanking today where he held an im- 


portant conference with the Japanese 
minister to Pekin, Baron Yoshizawa. 
He said that prospects are favorable 
for an amicable settlement of the out- 
standing Sino-Japanese questions, in- 
cluding the recently announced nation- 
alist tax program. as well as the Jap- 
anese intervention in Shantung prov- 
ince. 
_ While declining to discuss the par- 
ticular questions, Mr. Quo said that 
the conversations were friendly, lead- 
ing in_ the direction of an understand- 
ing. Mr. Quo expressed gratification 
a Baron Yoshizawa’s visit to Nan- 
ing. 

_“Baron Yoshizawa is the first for- 
eign minister to visit the nationalist 
capital,” he said. “He was accorded 
a warm welcome and we now are as- 
sured that the Japanese have an ap- 
preciation for the nationalist revolu- 
tion. It is unfortunate that there 
has been a recent interruption in the 
Sino-Japanese accord, but now we 
are thrashing out the questions with a 
sincerity and candor that is leading 
to renewed friendship.” ; 

Mr. Quo tonight dined with Baron 
Yoshizawa. In a speech the Japa- 
nese minister said: 

“The relations between China and 
Japan are fundamentally sound and 
will remain so, but by no means can 
we afford to ignore each other's wel- 
fare, since irritations .are likely te 
impair our friendship. We are seek- 
ing a solution to the present impasse 
with the nationalist government and 
hope the outstanding guestions will 
speedily be setiled. I sincerely wish 
for the success of the nationalist rev- 
olution.” 

While neither side willediscuss the 


trend of negotiations, the friendly at-.: 


titude of both sides is causing a less- 
ening of the tension, and it is not be- 
lieved that Japan will join the En- 
ropean powers in joint action respect- 
ing the nationalist tax program. Ja- 
pan apparently is trying to arrive at 
a compromise and is not desirous of 
provoking further Chinese animosity 
which would likely result from strong 
action.

Babe Ruth is beaten by his wallop- 
ing young teammate, Lou Gehrig, in 
the 1927 race for home-run honors 


it will be the first time in nine years 
that the battering Bambino, in full 
health and strength and during a full 
season, has bowed to any riva!. 


Ruth has been outslugged twice in 
eight previous seasons of home-run 
on both occasions by Rogers Hornsby, 
but the Babe had a good alibi each 


e. 
In 1922, when Ruth, after his ban- 
ner year, yielded home-run laurels to 
Hornsby, the Bambino spent the early 
part of the season on the sidelines, 
under suspension for defying Com- 
missioner ndis in making a barn- 
storming tour of the country. Start- 
ing late, Ruth made a gallant effort 
to overtake Hornsby, but fell seven 
homers short, their respective totals 
being 42 and 35. 

Again in 1925 Hornsby got the ad- 
vantage of an early start, while the 
Babe was out of action with his fa- 
mous stomach-ache. The “rajah” led 
the pummelling parade that season 
with 39 homers while the invalid 
Ruth, below his customary form even 
when he did return to the lineup, col- 
lected only 25. 

The only other year, outside of 
the current campaign, when Ruth’s 
promecy has been checked was in 
1923, when the Yankee clouter was 
tied with Cy Williams of the Phillies 
at 41 homers apiece.

STEADILY DURING WEEK 


New York, August 13.—(4)}—Cot- 
ton goods markets have been advanc- 
ing steadily in consequence of the 
sharp advances in the raw material 
markets following the issuing of the 


first government report on cotton pro- 
duction and condition, In the gray 
goods division adyances were made 
promptly.. The finished goods lines 
are now being priced on higher levels. 

Cotton goods buyers are now more 
generally convinced of the probability 
of much higher cotton and have been 
making closer inquiries for goods to 
be delivered on contract, but: have not 
been buying liberally. On _ finished 
goods they are making moderate pro- 
vision for future needs. In the un- 
finished cloth sections buying has been 
restricted, in part, by the withdrawal 
of old prices and the unwillingness of 
mills to accept late business on pres- 
ent price levels. 

Print cloths are 1-4 cent a yard 
higher, and in some instances 1-2 cent 
a yard up compared with a week ago. 
Sheetings have risen from 1-2 cent to 
1-4 cent. Pajama check are up 1-2 
cent. Drills, sateens, tobacco cloths 
and other lines have advanced. Fine 
combed goods are up about 1-4 cent 
a yard, Broadcloths, carded, have ad- 
vanced 1-2 cent. Bleached cottons are 
up 1 cent a yard over the low point. 
Many lines of colored cottons are be- 
ing advanced. : | 

Percales have remained at old prices 
and are béing bought moderately. 
Some of the solid color goods, piece 
dyed, are up from 1-2 cent to 10 
cents a yard. Yarns. have. advanced 
from 1 1-2 cents to 2 cents a pound. 
Duck is up 10 per cent. Tape fabrics 
are higher. Prices current in primary 
markets are as follows: Print cloths, 
28-inch, 64x64s, 6 1-2 cents ;64x60s, 
6 1-4 cents; 38 1-2 inch, 64x64s, 8 1-2 
to 8 3-4 cents; brown sheetings, south- 
ern standards, 18 cents; denims, 16 
cents; tickings, 19 1-2 to 21 cents; 
prints, 8 cents; staple ginghams, 9 1-2 
cents; dress ginghams, 14 5-8 and 
16 1-2 cents. 


WHEAT IS EXPECTED 
BELOW 1926 YIELD 


Chicago, August 13.—()—Leading 
grain trade authorities here are sug- 
gesting likelihood that the United 
States wheat yield this season may be 
eut under the total_raised in 1926. 
OWing to rapid and heavy decterior- 
ation of spring wheat-since August 1, 
the cut from early prospects for that 
ctop, it is stated, may be greater than 
in winter wheat. 

Compared with a week ago, wheat 
this morning was 3 7-8 to 4 5-8 cents 
a bushel higher with corn 3 5-3 to 
4 5-8 cents up, oats showing 1 1-2 
to 3 cents advance and provisions 
varying from 22 cents decline 
of 30 cents. 

Not only in the United States, but in 
Canada, present indications, it is con- 
tended, are for considerably less wheat 
than a year ago. Reports current in 
Chicago today said rust has spread 
over a wide area northwest; that in 
some cases the damage kas bordered 
on the sensational and that the in- 
jury appears to be still progressing as 
throughout various sections the domes- 
tic spring crop is yet 10 days ‘from 
harvest. 

It is also pointed out that an un- 
usual proportion of Canadian wheat 
is later than wheat in the United 
States, several million acres of Cana- 
dian wheat having been sown after 
June 1. Meanwhile frost dangers as 
well as rust are counting as notably 
market faetors, and friends of higher 
prices are watching closely for any 
unfavorable crop developments in Ar- 
gentina or Australia. On the other 
hand, some repoits from different

Weekly Expert Review 
English Cotton Market 


~ Manchesten England, August 6.— 
(By Mail.)—A firm tone has again 
prevailed in most sections of the Man- 


chester market, and the hardening ten- 
dency in American cotton rates has 
forced out a larger demand in piece 
goods. Numerous offers have been re- 
ceived from abroad but as has been 
the case for some time past the ma- 
jority have had to be sent back for 
revision. It would appear that many 
of the dealers are wasting a good deal 
of time and money in sending ridicu- 
lous bids for they must know that a 
price which is anything up to 15 cents 
below current manufacturers’ rates 
will not be accepted. Probably these 
shippers and merchants abroad, how- 
ever, believe that the permanent pol- 
icy of Lancashire spinners and man- 
ufacturers is to sell at a loss. Owing 
to the firmer attitude of makers, how- 
ever, these offers are being turned 
down with contempt. 

Calcutta remains a very disappoint- 
ing market. Shippers with connec- 
tions in that outlet have reported only 
a comparatively small demand. Dur- 
ing the past day or two, however, 
rather more inquiry has been met 
with in light cloths, chiefly dhooties, 
and some of the bids are getting near- 
er business. Inquiry has also been 
met with for Bombay, Madras and 
occasional sales have resulted. There 
has been more demand for Karachi 
and the feature of interest has been 
the cables saying that there is a short- 
age of certain styles of standard makes 
In that outlet and that the dealers 
are not able to withhold buying very 
much longer, It is rather significant 
that certain India shippers on this 
side have during the past few days 
been “talking down” the market. This 
has happened on previous occasions 
and is usually -the first sign that a 
buying movement is imminent. There 
has been a very fair trade done for 
Karachi in a wide range of bleaching 
cloths. Demand for China has not 
been encouraging and a disappointing 
feature is- that the auction sales in 
Shanghai are still suspended owing 
to the decision of the Foreign Bank- 
ers’ association not to deliver goods 
after August 1 unless cash is paid 
against the native orders. It is under- 
stood that the local Shanghai banks 
have been issuing bank notes with- 
ont placing the corresponding bullion 
to reserve. The difficulty, however, is 
expected to prove temporary. There 
is no doubt that if China traders op- 
erated on a freer scale India -would 
very soon enter the market. A fair 
trade has been done in printing and 
finishing styles for Egypt a the 
Near East. with moderate support by 
Java and Singapore. A useful turn- 
over has again taken place in fine 
fabries and specialty makes for the 
continent and the colonies, 

ith regard to the yarn section 
members of the Cotton Yarn associa- 
tion are still holding out fer the 
minimum prices with the result that 
these firms which represent about 75 
per cent of the American section are 
only booking small orders. Stocks are 
tending to accumulate, but so far there 
is no disposition to break away from 


1 the minimum prices’ scheme. Spinners 
outside the association have booked 
orders on a free scale and the ma- 
pority of these coneerns are able to 


work full time and make satisfactory 
profits. 

Rather a piquant situation has 
arisen as a result of the Master Spin- 
ners’ Federation taking a ballot as 
to whether members are prepared to 
stop one full week in addition to the 
holidays between now and Septem- 
ber 10. The ballot papers are re- 
turpable by August 1. Although no 
official statement has been issued, it 
is obvious that the federation has 
taken this step at the instigation of 
the Cotton Yarn association. Since 
the federation made public the an- 
nouncement that they were balloting 
their members for a full week's stop- 
page the directors of the Yarn asso- 
ciation held a meeting and it was 
no surprise to the trade when it was 
stated that the directors were very 
disappointed at the aetion of the fed- 
eration. Evidently they expected the 
fedération’s leaders to advocate a long- 
er stoppage. It is probable that the 
increased short-time ballot will be car- 
ried, for, as the members of the yarn 
association represent 75 per cent of 
the trade, these spinners are expected 
to vote in favor of the increased cur- 
tailment, and, therefore, there is only 
an additional 5 per cent necessary in 
order to put the extra week's stop- 
page into force.

principles of color, line, balance, room 
arrangement and, most important of 
all, suitability, can be applied to all 
conditions and types of interiors. This 
fact was illustrated last week when 
we ¢onsidered dining room decoration, 
and we shall further demonstrate it 
today as we work out the decoration 
and furnishing of a sunroom. 
What Is a Sunroom For? 

First, always first, is the principle 
of suitability. What is the sunroom 
for? It serves as a sortof out-of-door 
living room; porch in summer, cozy 
sitting room in winter, it combines 
the characteristics of both. The sit- 
ting room or living room keynote is 
comfort; therefore the sunroom must 
likewise reflect comfort, primarily by 
means of comfortable cahirs—one for 
each member of the family—and a 
couch of some sort. These may be of. 
wicker, reed or wood; mahogany, 
walnut, maple or oak in the natural 
finish or painted and decorated. Be- 
ware, however, when using oak, of 
the clumsy square design which is 
never pleasing to the eye and alWays 
too cumbersome for a_ small room. 
Whatever type of furniture you may 
select, make sure of good springs and 
good upholstery for the sake of ease; 
leather upholstering is too cold for 
winter comfort, but one leather = up- 
holstered chair in gay searlet or cool 
green will make an effective splash 
of color and will be quite popular on 
hot davs. 

What “Comfort” Implies. 

Comfort also means convenient 
tables: reading tables, end tables, tea 
tables, each with its lamp. and per- 
haps a desk or writing table; there 
will also he bookshelves or a book 
trough and a magazine basket; pos- 
sibly, too, the phonograph or radio 
cabinet will .be placed in the sun- 
room. 

Furniture should be grouped in the 
sunroom exactly as in the living room: 
the larger pieces parallel to the walls, 
groups being always preferred to a 
scattered arrangement and the trinity 
of chair, table and lamp always being 
respected, though a smoking stand, a 
sewing cabinet or a magazine basket 
may be substituted for a table. 

Underfoot comfort is secured by 
means of the proper floor covering; 
over hardwood floors use linen, grass 
or Kashmir rugs; on a soft wood

Proper Lighting Needed For Comfort. 

There is no real comfort without 
proper lighting; sunrooms always 
having plenty of sunshine; there 
should be some device to control the 
light at certain hours, either medium 
weight silk or linen crash curtains in 
a cool or natural color, sliding on a 
rod, and wide enough to cover the 
entire window group (glazed chintz 
is also excellent for this purpose;) 
or the traditional window shades, not 
opaque but translucent, so as to ex- 
clude the sunshine without making 
the room unduly dark; or awnings 
which have the advantage of allowing 
perfect ventilation. Good light at 
night means wall lights properly 
shaded. and supplemented by table 
and floor lamps conveniently placed 
near chairs. 

Sunroom Implies Color Effects. 

The sunroom provides unusual op- 
portunities for color effects. Wood 
floors should be painted in definite

Green walls are particularly 
effective and suitable on account of 
lnabundant sunshine and because they 
set off admirably the flower designs 
of drapery and upholstery. Omitting 
draperies in the sunroom is_ over- 
looking a fine chance to introduce

WEEK SEES STOCKS 
IN GENERAL DECLINE 


New York, August 13.—(4)—Spec- 
ulative interest in this week's markets 
was divided between the spectacular 
advance in cotton prices to new high 
levels for the season on publication 
of an unexpectedly small government 
crop estimate and a series of wide- 
open breaks in pool specialties on the 
New York stock exchange and curb 
market, which culminated in the fail- 
ure of a stock exchange firm, the first 
in over two years. 

For the first time in tbree years 
cotton prices this week recorded the 
maximum 200-point. gain permitted in 
a single day's trading, all options 
crossing the 20-cent-a-peund level. The 
government report indicated a crop 
of only 13.492,000 bales, or more fhan 
a million balés less than the trade had 
expected. 

The break in the stock market start- 
ed with a sensational collapse from 
121 to 5S 1-4 in the common stock 
of the Manhattan Electrical Sup- 
ply company, which was followed .the 


hnext day by the failure of a stock ex-

MARKS OF PROSPERITY. 

There are &s many measures of 
prosperity as there are viewpoints. To 
one man prosperity means the owner-: 
ship of an automobile. For the pub- 
lie officials who collected automobile 


license fees amounting to about $250,- 
000,000 in 1926 there is an indieation 
of national prosperity in the fact that 
23,000,000 automobiles are registered 
in the United States. Bankers see 
prosperity in our enormous savings on | 
deposit. Last year new annual sav- 
ings in the banks of the United States 
rose more than $1,500,000,000 to the 
record high per capita saving average 
of $211. Today our savings deposits 
total more than $25,000,000,000 and 
our savings depositors number close 
to 47,000,000, a gain of more than 
3,000,000 in a single year.

But. perhaps, the most significant 
mark of our prosperity is the invest- 
ing power of the people. Last year 
we absorbed more than $6,150,000,000 
of new capital issues, stocks and bonds, 
not including those for refunding pur- 
poses. While this amount is only 
about 7 per cent our our estimated 
total income, it is doubly ‘significant 
in the fact that it very probably rep- 
resents the real surplus above all our 
material needs.

Unofficial figures from South Caro- 
lina showed an average of $20.50 
per hundred on 18 markets for the 
four-day period, while Georgia’s: un- 
official average went above $22 per 
hundred. j 

South Carolina’s unofficial figures 
gave sales of 10,908,756 pounds, for 
a total of $2,163,566.87, while Geor- 
gia’s figures from 20 markets aggre- 
gated 15,466,682 pounds, bringing $5,- 
569,706.17. 

Fairmont Sales Heavy. 

North Carolina’s “border belt” to- | 
tals were not available for the seven | 
markets in the area, but Fairmont for 
three days reported officially 925,735 | 
pounds at an average of $19.36 per 
hundred, or a tetal of $179,262.83. 
The first three days on the Fairmont 
market nearly doubled the first three 
of 1926, when an average of $16.68 
was made, or $2.68 less than this sea- 
son. Lumberton’s official figures for 
four days gave gross sales of 897.756 | 
pounds at an average of $18.52, both 
sales and the average being higher 
than last year.

URGE RIVERS BILL 


Representatives of several of the 
largest textile manufacturing com- 
panies in Georgia will appear before 
a house committee of the general as- 
sembly early this week to urge the 
passage of Senator Rivers’ bill which 
will make possible the establishment 
in the state of a recognized cotton 
warehouse delivery point, it was stated 
Saturday by Atlanta supporters of the 
measure. The bill has had the ap- 
proval of the senate committee and 
is expected to come up before both 
branches early this weal 


Establishment of a cottop warehouse 
delivery point, to which Atiantic states 
cotton may be shipped instead of to 
New York, is only possible by a chanze 
in existing Jaws, which now make no 
distinction between legitimate future 
trading and “bucket shops,” it was 
asserted before the senate committee 
by supporters of the Rivers bill. The 
delegation was composed of bankers, 
business men, cotton manufacturers 
and dealers, who maintained that 
Georgia’s cotton business was greatly 
handicapped by laws which make fu- 
fure contracts by mills not enforceable 
in the courts. 


The prime object of the Rivers 
bill, it was stated by the various speak- 
ers, is to bring about the establish- 
ment of a cotton delivery point such 
as has been recommended by the 
United States trade commission, and 
which soon will be established in some 
southeastern state. Under the exist- 
ing laws, it is stated, it would be im- 
possible for Georgia to obtain such 
an advantage, which would save sev- 
eral millions of dollars a year to pro- 
ducers, manufacturers and dealers. 


Bachman’s Statement. 


J. R. Bachman, secretary of the 
Atlanta Milling company so former 
member of city council. Saturday is- 
sued the following statement concern- 
ing the Rivers-Neill bill: 


“The Rivers-Neili bill, now ending 
in’ the general assembly of Georgia, 
to provide for legitimate future trans- 
actions in cotton and other commodi- 
ties, as distinguished from ‘bucket 
shop trading,’ is an appeal from nar- 
row proviucialism to a broad-minded 
policy which will enable Georgia busi- 
ness to compete on equal footing with 
business of other states. It ig es- 
pecially important to the cotton pro- 
ducers and manufacturers of Geor- 
fla in that it will make possible the 
designation of some Georgia city as 
a recognized cotton warehouse delivery 
point at which cotton sold against 
future contracts can be delivered, in- 
stead of being shipped to New York, 
as the present future contracts pro- 
vide, and which entails an expense 
of about $7 per bale. This expense 
is necessarily taken into consideration 
whenever spot cotton is purchased 
from the farmer, whether’ the actual 
shipment is ever made or not, and it 
is reasonable to assume that with 
this expense removed the producer, 
ee and dealer alike will 
1t. 


“Designation of such a warehouse 
delivery point for éotton has been rec- 
ommended to the New York cotton 
exchange by the federal trade commis- 
sion and one will undoubtedly be 
established in one of the South At- 
lantic states within a short time. It 
is impossible, however, for Georgia 
to qualify for such a delivery point 
under the existing Boykin law, which 
makes no distinction between gamb- 
ling in cotton futures and legitimate 
future transactions by recognized cot- 
ton exchanges, manufacturers and 
dealers. 

. Will Lose Opportunity. 

Unless the law is changed by the 
present general assembly Georgia will 
therefore lose her opportunity to gain 
this important advantage, which it is 
believed by cotton men will save the 
— several million dellars annually, 
ahd the warehouse delivery point will 
be established in Alabama or one of 
the Carolinas. 

“I have no connection with cotton 
handling, and am expressing my views 
as a business man interested in the 
welfare of Georgia business. I never 


lebought or sold a bale of cotton in my 


life, and I think no one who knows 
me will believe that I would encourage 
gambling in any form. My support 
of the bill.is shared by leading bank- 
ers of the state, merchants and busi- 
ness men generally, I believe, and 
whatever opposition has been mani- 
fested has arisen, I am sure. from 
lack of knowledge of the henefits to ~ 
be expected from a change in the laws 
on this subject. 

“The Rivers bill, which has been 
approved by the senate judiciary com- 
mittee, provides for every necessary 
restriction as to ‘bucket shop’ opera- 
tion and limits future trading to 
those whose business requires it for 
successful operation. It is stipulated 
that it does not become law until one 
or more official cotton warehouse de- 
livery points are cstablished in Geor- 
gia. It is patterned closely after the 
Texas law, which has been in effect 
for two years, and which has resulted 
in great benefit®to that state. 

“The bill will come up for passaze 
in both branches of the general as- 
sembly early this week, it is expected, 
and I join the textile manufacturers 
and other business men of Georgia in 
per hope that it wili be enacted into 
aw.” 


LOUISIANA SUGAR 
CROP ESTIMATED 
AT 83,129 T O NS 


New Orleans, August 13.—(/)—A 
sugar production of 33,129 short tons 
in Louisiana was forecast today in a 
government report based upon an Au- 
gust 1 condition report of 82 per cent 
of normal. This production compares 
with 47,166 short tons produced last 
year and 139,381 short tons the year 
before. 

The report issued by the bureau of 
agricultural economics, department of 
agriculture forecast a cane production 
for sugar making purposes of 1,246.- 
400 short tons compared with 864,499 
short tons last year and 2,644,535 the 
year before. 

The POJ varieties. the report said 
are mostly doing well but, generally 
speaking, the D-¢4 is not making sat- 
isfactory progress and the stands aver- 
age poor. In some sections borer in- 
festation was reported heavy. 

In the parishes outside the cane belt 
the condition of cane on August 1 was 
reported 74 per cent of normal, con- 
siderably lower than in the belt it- 
self. In the outer region cane is usea 
entirely for the production of syrup 
and for seeding purposes.

The way in which experience has 
shown rea! estate license. laws to be 
self-supporting is indicated in a study 
of official reports from state commis- 
sions charged with. the responsibility 
of administering these laws. “The 
study bas just been made by the Na- 
tional Association of Real Estate 
boards. 

The net revenue to 16 states from 
real estate license fees duri:g the 
year 1926 totaled $646,228.75, accord- 
ing to a compilation made of statis- 
tics gathered from 16 of the 18 states 
whose license laws were in operation 
at that time. The average net reve- 
nue to each state amounted to $40.- 
389.29. The statistics were supplied 
by the license departments of Arizona, 
California, Florida, Georgia, Idaho, 
Michigan, Montana, New Jersey, New 
York, Oregon, Utah, Virginia and 
Wyoming. 

Louisiana does not report, the 
amount of revenue in figures, but its 
report states that the department is 
self-sustaining; that is, the revenues 
frum the licenses has always paid the 
operating expenses of the depart- 
ment. 

The one Canadidn province having 
a real estate license law, British Co- 
lumbia, reported $6,617.25 net rey- 
enué. : 

The average initial fee required of 
broker licenses is $13.26. 

The largest surplus reported is that 
of New York ‘state, which approxi- 
mates $285,000 for the one year. In 
this state the fees are graded accord- 
ing to cities of the first, second and 
third classes. 

Montana reports no surplus, but 
shows that the fees from the licensing 
ef real estate brokers and salesmen 
paid the operating expenses of the 
administrative department having 
charge of licenses. 

_ All but two of the 16 states report- 
ing gave. the net revenue after the op- 
erating expenses had been deducted. 
Two states, Washington and Wyo- 
ming, and the Canadian province, 
British Columbia, reporfed the net rev- 
enue the same as the gross revenue, 
the operating expenses of the depart- 
ment being supported by a regular ap- 
propriation or by another state de- 
partment. 3

USE COTTON BAGGING. 

The bureau of foreign and do- 
mestic commerce in the United 
States department of commerce is 
doing a splendid work in scientifi- 
cally studying and surveying every 
available plan for increasing the 
uses of cotton. Representatives of 
this bureau have been in Atlanta re- 
cently in the prosecution of these 
studies. The bureau is working 
in cooperation with the depart- 
ment of agriculture and with the 
Cotton Textile institute. This sur- 
vey was authorized by the last con- 
gress. 

The results will be of direct ben- 
efit to the growers, manufacturers 
and distributors of cotton and cot- 
ton products, as well as to the 
general public, terms of in- 
creased business. 
| While the study is proceeding 
along a carefully considered pre- 
liminary plan, the latter is subject 
to modifications from time to time 
as suggestions and advice are re- 
ceived from the trade. Briefly out- 
lined, the survey consists of two 
phases: First, it is proposed to 
make a broad survey of the present 
uses and to secure ideas as to, ways 
of extending the present usés, as 


in 


the efforts to find new uses for 
cotton.

AGRICULTURAL READJUSTMENT. 

Overproduction of farm crops is 
the basic cause of agricultural de- 
pressions. 

The agricultural depression 
through which the country has 
been going is due to an overpro- 
duction which came about in spite 
of the fact that a smaller propar- 
tion of the population of the United 
States than ever before is engaged 
in farming; in spite of the fact that 
there are more consumers of farm 
products than ever before, and re- 
gardiess of the fact that the pur- 
chasing power of the urban popu- 
lation enable it to get more agri- 
cultural products for its money 
than has occurred for several years. 

Obviously farmers are producing 
more per man and per acre unit 
through the use of improved labor- 
Saving machinery and better cul- 
tural methods than in the past. In 
fact efficiency is embarassing them 
with surplus crops. 

This increased efficiency with 
consequent crop surplus and low 
prices for farm products has, in 
fact, preeipitated a severe competi- 
tive warfare among the farmers 
themselves, a'war between the ef- 
ficient and the inefficient. The in- 
evitable result is that the less ef- 
ficient farmer has been driven to 
town, where, thanks to the progress 
of industry, he has found work and 
has become an urban consumer 
rather than a rural producer of 
farm products.

Figures furnished’ by the govern- 
ment show that the available supply 
of hides in this country has decreas- 


ed about 35 per cent since January, 
1926, and: that the available supply 
of sole leather has decreased about 
50 per cent during the same period. 

The United States produces about 
60 per cent of the hides consumed 
in this country, and imports from 
foreign countries about 40 per cent. 
Our domestic hide markets until re- 
cently, have been lower than foreign 
markets, which has caused an increase 
in our exports of hides and a decrease 
in our imports of hides. 

Our hide markets are controlled by 
supply and demand and, reflecting the 
shortages of supply, our hide: markets 
have advanced about 60 per cent since 
January 1, 1927. 

With this condition prevailing, 
shoes must negéssarily be somewhat 
higher in price; and retail merchants 
throughout the southeast can, supply 
their immediate needs for shoes in 
Atlanta at prices much below the 
market value, because the shoe whole- 
salers of Atlanta are giving the re- 
tail trade the benefit of prices on 
shoes contracted for on a-much lower 
hide and leather market than exists 
today. 

Retail shoe dealers in the Atlanta 
territory will not only have the ad- 
vantage of prices below the market

ositive lubrication is accomplished 
on the Stearns-Knight eight by having 
all oil delivered by the pump passed 
directly into the crankshaft at the 
rear main bearing where it flows 
from one end to the other.

This arrange- 
ment permits a large volume of oil to 
be introdnueed into the crankshaft so 
that positive and direct Inbrication for 
fach of the main and connection rod 
bearings is assured at all times. 

Another important feature of this 
farm of lubrication is the eooling ef- 
feet of the oil on the bearings. By 
having an unusually large volume of 
oil passing through the entire length 
of the crankshaft the oil tends to keep 
the temperature of the bearings at a 
lower point than that found possible 
hy other means. This reduces the ele- 
ment of friction and makes for longer 
life of the bearings. 

While the pump necessarily induces 
pressure in the oiling system, the 
actual lubrication of the bearings can 
he accomplished with relatively no 
pressure at all. The pressure is used 
and made variable in the Stearns- 
Knight car to provide lubrication of 
the sleeves and pistons so that the 
read performance may be maintained 
without over-lubrication during more 
moderate driving. 

In the “pressure” or usual systems, 
there is a by-pass in the main oil line 
between the pump and the crankshaft 
to control the oil pressure. This by-

case before it reaches the vital parts 
of the engine. 

Lubrication of the connecting rod 
bearings in the usual systems depends 
upon the oil pressure which forces 
the oil through the main ‘stationary 
bearings to the revolving crankpins. 
A material dropping off of pressure in 
the oiling system would have a harm- 
ful effect on the connecting rod bear- 
ings. 

Any failure of the pressure relief 
valve or by-pass, cdused by poor ad- 
justment, a broken or weak spring, 
or by a small particle of foreign mat- 
ter lodging under the valve seat, would 
render the entire oiling system par- 
tially inoperative with disastrous ef- 
fects to the engine.

“For a long time after the motor 
rehicle became the predominant fac- 
ter in highway traffic, the attitude of 
highway officials was one of insis- 


tence that the vehicle must adapt it- 
self to the highway. Now every well 
organized highway department 1s try- 
ing to adapt its hiehway system to 
the traffic.” writes Professor Thomas 
R. Agg. of Iowa State college, in 
The Journal of the Society of Automo- 
tive Engineers for August. “So far 
as finances permit, construction and 
maintenance programs are based on 
the adequate accommodation of pres- 
ent and prospective users of the high- 
ways. 

“This new conception of the func- 
tion of our highway systems has made 
it imperative that highway engineers 
obtain a clear understanding of the 
interrelation of the highway and the 
vehicle that uses it; of what the ve- 
hicle does to the road and what the 
road does to the vehicle.” 

Some of the things the vehicle does 
to the road. according to Professor 
Ageg. are: The tires wear away the 
road surface, the wheel loads distort 
the road surface, and the wheels sub- 
ject it to impacts of varying magni- 
tude, 

Some of the things the road surface 
does to the vehicle are: It offers a 
resistance to the movement of the ve- 
hicle, wears away the tire tread rub- 
ber. imparts reaction impacts to the 
vehicle, the highway grade may affect 
the time of travel and the fuel con- 
sumption, slipperiness frequently con- 
tributes to accidents, and dust and 
mud cause deterioration of the ve- 
hicle, 

“These interrelations between the 
vehicle and the road,” continues Pro- 
fessor Agg, “are the factors that af- 
ford a starting point in the design 
of a highway, but the design that is 
dictated by the theoretical considera- 
tions involved must often be modified 
to meet such practical considerations 
as available funds, topography, cost 
of right of way, and especially the 
lethargy of publie officials toward 
that which is new or _abstruse. 

“The cost of any type of road is 
really the aggregate of the expenditure | 
required to build that type of surface, 


| 


mum serviceability over an_ indefi- 
nite term of years, porpereet's ‘if ‘so 
desired. This cost includes original 
cost dnd interest thereon, maintenance 
and interest thereon and deprecia- 
tion, each of which factors must in- 
clude a proper part of the cost of op- 
eration of the highway system, or over- 
head. 

“It seems that, in general, the low- 
er-type roads are actually cheaper 
than the higher types for any traffic 
density under’ which the road could 
be maintained in good condition, The 
justification for road improvement 
must therefore be on some basis other 
than that of conserving road funds, 

“Tt is believed to possible to 
show that, under certain conditions, 
road improvement saves in transporta- 
tion costs, that is, it creates wealth. 
If any road project produces wealth 
in excess of its cost, the necessary 
expenditure, no- matter how great, is 
ood business. ‘The wealth produced 

improvement may be direct, 
in orm of lowered transporta- 
tion costs, or indirect as the result 
of improved social and educational 
conditions. , 

Possibilities for Iowering the cost 
of highway transport&tion are of two 
kinds, One is by road improvement 
whereby the éost of vehicle operation 
is reduced to the economic minimum, 
in so far as those costs are influenced 
by the highway. ‘This is the task 
ot the highway engineer. The other 
is by improvements in the vehicle 
whereby its life is lengthened and the 
operating costs are as low as possible. 
Hence, the future trend of highway 
transportation depends largely upon 
these two great bodies of technical ex- 
perts.”’

Glimpse of Iceland. 


“On the eighth day out we caught 
our first glimpse of Iceland,’ pro- 
nounced by the natives, island, the “i” 
having the sound. of “e.” Untor- 
tunately, the first fog of any con- 
sequence enveloped the ship for three 
hours, afterward lifting, revealing a 
distinct view of the island, with its 
hazy, blue mountains in the distance. 
We dropped anchor at 6:30 o’clock 
in the bay of the capital city, Reykja- 
vik, pronounced with fairly good ef- 
fort after two days of constant prac- 
tice. In fact, these Icelandic names 
are beyond the vocalization of Amer- 
icans, and the only suggestion to 
Americans is to start with all the con- 
sonants and end it with a gurgle. 

“The first impression produced on 
the travelers at the sight of this city 
is far different from the ideas of this 
far-listant place. Instead of seeing 
a smal) fishing village, with shacks 
and Viking antiques, one beholds a 
well-built city, with houses three and 
four stories high, park statues, paved 
streets! and a harbor filled with many

Iceland has about 100,000 inhabi- 
tans. 40,000 being in Reykjavik. These 
people have their own language and 
literature, the former being of Scan- 
dinavian origin, closely related to the 
Danish, and have a personal union 
with the Danish king in name only, 
as they are otherwise entirely inde- 
pendent, having obtained this state in 
1918" by mutual agreement. Iceland 
keeps in touch with Scotland by a 
steamship line which runs every two 
weeks. 

“We Americans thinks of this island 
as we do of Greenland, a far-away, 
cold, icy, sparsely inhabited land. 
much of thé year being icebound.,. and 
eut off from communication with the 
outside ‘world.

knew it would touch the heart of every 
Rotarian to visit the plant and see 
just what is being done. 


Mra, Fitzpatrick has given much of 
her time in recent years to presenting 
the cause of this mountain school to 
people in all sections of the country. 
and much of the credit for the rapid 
progress of the institution is due to 
her untiring zeal in thsi worthy cause. 

The school, which is owned by the 
Georgia Federation of Woman's clubs, 
has attracted the’ attention of educa- 
tors throughout the nation. In this 
connection, William Cole Jones, chief 
editorial writer on the Atlanta Jour- 
nal, said: 

“The Light in the Mountains”—so 
the Tallulah Falls Industrial school 
was named, not by the founders, but 
by the folks of the countryside it came 
to serve. Far across the hills of Hab- 
ersham it beacons to boys and girls 
whose dream is to find their way to its 
deors. And when they arrive, what a 
wholesome, what a fruitful, what a 
creative education is given. them! 
There are no servants; every pupil is 
a proud anw happy worker. They learn 
to do well things needful in everyday 
life: cooking, cleaning. gardening, 
milking, masonry, carpentering, paint- 
ing; and in mastering these, heads 
and hearts are trained along with 
‘_hands. They learn spinning. weaving, 
sewing, basketry and sundry other 
crafts, through which are quickened 
the sense of beauty as well as skill 
of touch. As a matter of course they 
learn the high school grades. and are 
given the key to the immortal! treas- 
ures stored in good books. But the 
notable fact is that they are educated 
not in words merely, but in life; not 


powers of their being. 

If you. would know the theory of 
this dynamie system of teaching, g0 
to the great universities, where learned 
professors of ‘pedagogy will discourse 
upon its merits by the hour. . But if 
you would know its practice, go to the 
Tallulah -Falls Industrial school and 
if you woukl know its golden fruitage 
follow those students back to their 
mountain hemes. No better work is 
being done for Georgia than that of 
this rare institution for the education 
of our Saxon highlanders—youths 
whose forbears marched with Alfred, 
and drew bows at Agincourt. 

History of School, 

The Greater’Tallulah, dedicated in 
June, 1925, replaced the two buildings 
of the earlier school enterprise with 
one of the most complete and up-to- 
date plants to be found anywhere. 


Begun in 1909 with one small school 
building and five acres of land, the 
Greater Tallulah plant now contains 
30 acres and eight buildings (two re- 
modeled and six new): a splendid new 
schoolhouse with auditorium, library 
and science laboratory: primary build- 
ing: domestic science building and 
laundry ; community house with dining 
room and kitchens. Coal range and 
electric stoyes; frigidaire; furnaces, 
or fireplaces in every building: electric 
power and light (which justifies the 
name of the “Light on the Moun- 
tains’) as the gracious gift of Georgia 
Railway and Power company; guest 
house; two dormitories; a large and 
well-equipped crafts house with 17 
Jooms; fine art studio; boys’ work- 
shop; garden; swimming pool; new 
water system with reservoirs and 
chlorinator and two additional wellkk: 
walks, drives and countless flights of 
stone and concrete steps; invested 
funds of over $50,000; 30 perpetual 
scholarships of $2,000; a perfect char- 
ter and not a cent of debt.

mind of Christ have had to break 
with the rigid conservatism of a large 
section of the church. 

3. Another obscuring influence 
‘consists in traditional notions and cus- 
toms and creeds. These obscure the 
mind and spirit of Christ. Our the- 
ological systems which were intended 
to interpret the mind of Christ too 
often obscure His mind. 

The church has placed a mistaken 
emphasis on elaborate creeds. The 
teaching of Jesus placed major em- 
phasis on life, and character and 
service. : 

The Sermon on the Mount is an 
expression of the mind of Jesus con- 
cerning the individual life and all the 
possible relationships of life. 

The Sermon on the Mount, the 
words of Jesus Himself has been over- 
shadowed by the historic creeds, 
which constitute the speculation of 
men, concerning the divine being and 
nature. 

Orthodox tests and doctrinal stand- 
ards take the place of the simple and 
clear requirements of Jesus. 


There is a faulty theology which 
separates faith from conduct. There 
are church men who stress. the for- 
giveness of Christ, but who claim that 
we cannot follow His example. There 
are professing Christians who are not 
troubled about the wrong spirit of 
their lives, since they are saved by the 
imputed merits of Jesus. 

I once heard a very intelligent 
preacher say, ‘‘No sin of the Christian 
can touch his own soul, it is imputed 
to Christ.” The revised version drops 
the word imputed. I cannot conceive 
of God as the author of a stupendous 
fraud by which a man is imputed to 
be righteous when he is not. 

We have the type of theologian 
who is far more interested in what a 


man believes than in the way he lives 
and correctness of creed has been 
more stressed than correctness of deed. 

Another phase of our belief which 
has obscured the mind of Jesus has 
been a wrong conception of the Bible 
which has reduced all parts e@ the 
Scriptures to a dead level. 


Some people are shocked at the 
declaration that not all the Scriptures 
are of equal importance and inspira- 
tion. They think that the description 
of the tabernacle and the war, of 
Joshua and the imprecatory Psalms 
are on the same high levels as the par- 
ables of Jesus or His words in the 
fourteenth chapter of St. John’s gos- 
pel. 

We would be saved from this 
harmful and false sort of orthodoxy. 
if we would accept. the authority of 
Jesus Himself, “It has been said to 
you by them of old,—but I say unto 
you—”’ 

Because the, church failed to inter- 
pret the Old Testament as a progres- 
sive revelation. reaching its culmina- 
tion and perfection in Jesus Christ, 
“the light of the world,’’ the church 
has made a defense of polygamy and 
slavery and war. The theologians of 
Germany defended the invasion of 
Belgium as by the extermination of 
certain tribes by the Israelites. 

From the false idea of the equality 
of all the Scriptures, the church has 
held that the burning of witches and 
religious persecutions were as divine- 
ly inspired as the great commission 
of Jesus to preach His gospel among 
all the nations of the world. 

In matters aside from strictly 
creedal notions, the mind of Christ has 
been obscured by traditional notions 
and customs that do not touch the 
heart of the Christian gospel. 

Some of these notions we have out- 


grown, but it illustrates the proneness 
of church people to lay stress on in- 
cidental matters. In a former genera- 
tion a woman who had been a life 


long Methodist was visiting in a neigh- 


boring state and when she came home 
again she had a flower in her bonnet 
and the good church people made so 
much trouble about the flower that 
She finally went into the Baptist 


-Church. MWe now know that Christian 
love may be cherished-in the heart of 


a woman even though she has a flow- 
er in her bonnet. 

John Inskip was a Methodist apos- 
tle of perfect love for many years. 
In early life.ags a member of the con- 
ference of Ohio, he had serious dif- 
ficulty with a congregation. He had 
not broken any of the command- 
ments he had not preached _ heretical 


doctrine—but he had come to the ~ 


conclusion that it was perfectly right 
for men and women to sit side by side 
in the Sunday congregation. 

The conservatives rebelléd. There 
were gray-haired. grandfathers . who 
had never sat on the same side of the 


church with gray-haired grandmoth- — 


ers. It seemed impossible for solemn 
meditation. Of course; 
members of the congregation would 


- be tempted to think more of adjacent 


and attractive companions than of the 
sermon. God had blessed the church 
in the good old days. 

All past experience was on the side 
of conservatism. .

Both these children disap-

alive again. The body of the Pick- 
elny boy was found three-weeks later 
in a cellar not far from his east side 
home. The Gaffney boy never has 
been found. Not a trace of him, nor 
the tiniest clew to his abductor. The 
boy's parents do not know if he is 
alive or dead. 7 

It is possible that the same fiend, 
still at large, was in 
back of both these 
cases, and other trage- 
dies of this sort in New *

This is the story of two cases, sim- 
ilar in marty respects in which justice 
has failed dismally in New York— 
the Pickelny case and the Billy Gaff- 
ney mystery. 

Irving Pickelny, four-year-old east 
side youngster, disappeared and was 
found murdered, smothered to death, 
in a cellar almost four years ago. 
Billy Gaffney, who was also four 
years old, disappeared from his home 
in Brooklyn in February of _ this 
year— 

That is all we know. If he was 
murdered, his body has never beén 
found. He has vanished completely 
from all knowledge and we have no 
clews whatever as to his fate. It is 
remotely possible that the same fiend 
is responsible in both cases. Quite 
probably the murderer is still at large. 

In these two cases the task of jus- 
tice was far more difficult than if the 
youngsters had been kidnaped and 
held for ransom. Kidnapers must 

‘ necessarily keep in touch‘with their 
victims, must play out their danger- 
ous game until they have exhausted 
every effort to obtain their ransom. 

Thus they must leave some clews, 

however small, to their whereabouts 

and identity. 
On the East Side. 

But Irving Pickelny and Billy Gaff- 
ney were not kidnaped. At least they 
were not held for ransom. No one 
ever entered into negotiations with 
the heartbrokén parents. 

The Pickelny family lived at 358 
Grand street, in the heart of New 
York’s teeming east side. Sam Pick- 
elny, the father, was a shirt operator. 
Irving, a plump, bright-eyed young- 
ster, was the only child. 

It was like thousands of other 
young families in this congested sec- 
tion of children and pushcarts and 
lumbering trucks. 

On Friday morning, October 26, 
1923, at about 11 o’clock, Mrs. Julia 
Pickelny took Irving to visit her hus- 
band’s—aunt, Mrs. Rebecca Evensky, 
at 81 Orchard street, a little more 
than two blocks from the Pickelny 

| home on Grand street. An _ hour 

} later she returned with her son and 

left him seated in the entrance to the 
hall while she went upstairs. 

Some twenty minutes. later the 
mother came downstairs. The child 
was gone. 

Mrs. Pickelny never saw her son 
alive again, though he was seen by a 
neighbor before he disappeared. He 
was glimpsed by Mrs. Rose Ptashnik, 
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The missing Billy Gaffney.

chard street. She reported later that 
she had gone to her front door to 
borrow baking powder front a neigh- 
bor and there saw Irving standing in 
the hall.

Rosie was the daughter of Mrs. 
Evensky. Mrs. Ptashnik told Irv- 
ing that ha had climbed two flights 
too many. Irving turned about 
and marched down the steps—to 
his death. 


The child never was seen 
again by any ome save the 
one who killed him. Mrs. 
Evensky reported that he had 
not come to her place and her 
daughter, Rosie, said that Irv- 
ing had not found her. 


Frantically’ Mrs. Pickelny searched 
the neighborhood. Hours passed. 
The father was summoned from his 
work. Neighbors and relatives join- 
ed in the hunt. 


From House to House. 
The news leaped from house to 
house and from family to family. 
Most of the inhabitants believed that

and become lost. Presently a police- 
man would pick him up and he would

Capt. Cornelius Willemse with a 
squad from the Clinton street sta- 
tion and Detective Sergeant CaWahan 
of the efficient missing persons bu- 
reau went to work, searching, ques- 
tioning neighbors. The second day 
passed and a third day, and still there 
was no trace to be found of the little 
bright-eyed lad in the sailor suit and 
white stockings.

panicky now. What had been merely 
a lost child case now had become 
something far more serious. Surely 
something terrible must have happen- 
ed—the child must have been kid- 
naped or lured away by a degenerate.

Such a state of 
fear strikes deeper 
in the east side than 


mothers cannot 
kéep their children 
under their eyes as 
closely as they can 
in less. congested 
districts. East side mothers are very 
busy women with many cares. Their 
children learn to take care of them- 
selves to a great extent. 


But how can one depend upon a 
child when a stranger approaches him 
with a stick of candy or a bright 
coin? 

Sam Pickelny, the father, was sure 
his son had not been kidnaped. For 
one thing, he was only a poor gar- 
ment worker. And for another, he 
had no enemies, no one in the world 
who might want to do him harm, This 
was no Varotta case. 
There was no conclusion 
possible but that Irving 
had been lured away by 
a fiend of some sort. 


The search went on. 


Dozens of Reports. 


Dozens of _ reports 
came to the police 
and were investigat- 
ed. One of the first 
was that a man and 
a woman had been 
seen crossing from 
Staten Island to Jer- 
sey on a ferry witha 
child answering the 
description of Irving 
PickeIny. The car 
was traced to Ruth- 
erford, N. J., and it 
was found that the

“As a rabbi,” he stated, “I give my 
solemn word that if the kidnaper will 
only return the child to its parents, 
we will protect him from the police. 
Whoever abducted Irving will be 
given full immunity if he will send the 
boy back to me at 23 East Broadway, 
or to his own home.”

that Irving had been smothered to 
death, that his abductor had evident- 
ly killed the child accidentally while 
trying to stifle his cries, 
ster had not been mutilated. 

Samuel Pickelny hurried to the 
morgue to see the body. Tears 
streamed from his eyes when he saw 
the little brown overcoat he himself 
had made for his son. He could not 
speak and merely nodded affirma- 
tively. Then he broke down, sobbing 
“My boy, my boy!” 

And presently the young mother 
came to see her Sonny stretched out 
under a white cloth at the morgue. 

The police were astounded to learn 
that the missing boy had been found 
only a few blocks from his own 
home. Captain Willemse, who had 
headed the exhaustive search, said 
that Joseph Chalson, janitor of 71 
Suffolk street and two other houses, 
had told the police that he had searche 
ed the cellar and found nothing. 

Chalson was taken to the police 
station and questioned at length, but 
nothing suspicious about his actions 
could be found.

OME people only become famous 

after their death and it is the same 
way with some monuments; they 
attract no special attention as long 
as they are perfectly normal and 
happy houses or castles or churches. 


But the moment they have been over- 
taken by fate and have become ruins, all this 
changes and for the rest of their existence 
(such as it is) they enjoy the devoted ad- 
miration of their human neighbors. 


One of the best known among such build- - 


ings is the old castle of Heidelberg. . It has 
been a ruin for almost three hundred years. 
It would not:have been such a difficult task 
to put it in order, for the outer walls were 
still standing. But such a _ rejuvenation 
would have been regarded as “sacrilege.” 
All the world knowns the castle of Heidel- 
berg as a ruin and all the world is firmly de- 
cided that it shall remain a ruin. And for 
part of that “world” there is a perfectly 
good reason why they want those blackened 
stones to keep standing a little while longer. 


For the castle of Heidelberg is one of the 
most perfect reminders of the folly of war 
and the wickedness of those dynastic quar- 
rels which for so many hundreds of years 
turned all of Europe into a battlefield and 
which caused a division and a redivision of 
the map of America just as often as the 
ruling families of the old countries had de- 
cided to start upon another shuffling of the 
royal cards. 


Surely no one has gained a more me- 
morable reputation in this particular field 
of trouble-making than his glorious majesty 


who was the fourteenth of the well known 
French Louis and whom his contemporaries 
(when they were within his hearing) liked 
to campare to the sun. What they thought 


of him when they were not within earshot — 


history related soon afterwards when (less 
than two generations after his majesty’s de- 
mise) the whole edifice of French royalty 
came tumbling down and when the six- 
teenth of the French Louis was executed like 
a common criminal and wo one lifted a 
finger in’ his defense. 

it may seem a far cry from the ruins of 
the Heidelberg castle to the scaffold on the 
Place de la Concorde, but the two were 
closely related for the burning’ of this castle, 
which it had taken centuries to build and to 
make one of the show places of central 
Europe, was a useless piece of brutality and 
by no means a necessary act of war. 

It took place when the insatiable Louis 
was reaching out for more territory that did 
not belong to him and without so much as 
an excuse, invaded a neighboring country 
that had not, the least interest in his 
majesty’s far flung ambitions. But the 
grand monarch was on the warpath‘and the 
painters and sculptors were busy with their 
brush and pallet and the Parisian authors 
and playwrights ordered a. fresh supply of 
foolscap and ink. 

Then came the inevitable revenge and 
more and more wars until the great out- 
break of 1914 which ended with the suicide 
of Europe, finished a story which was al- 
ae old when Heidelberg was burned 
gown.

Last week you were told how to 
approach a drowning person in the 
water, and how to break several of 
the death grips. The next grip té be 
considered is a wrist grip. 

In this, the double grip on one

ere are various methods that 
can be used in towing a person, but 
probably .the favorite with all life 
savers is the cross chest carry, be- 
cause the su is under completé 


wrist, the subject/grasps one of your}control at all times. Reach over the 


wrists with both hands. break 
this hold, reach with your free hand 
and grasp the subject’s wrist corre- 
sponding to your free arm. Then 
raise your leg (of the same side‘ as 
your free arm), swing it over the 
subject’s arm and Dace the foot 
against the subject’s shoulder (of the 
arm which you are not hokling). 
When the foot is in place the rescuer 
pushes vigorously, but not kicking 
the subject’s shoulder in the endeavor 
to break the hold of the one hand. 
When the hold has been broken you 
proceed as in the front approach, 
Break Two People Apart. 
Suppose that two people are one 
ing together in a front strangle hold.

The double on one wrist and) 
Swim to a point directly behind one 
of them and place your hands on his} 
throat. (Adam’s apple). Raise oné 
foot over the locked arma of the sub- 
ject, placing your heel under the chin 
of the subject facing you and against 
his neck, also pressing on the Adam's 
apple; straighten your leg, push hard 
and pull, separating the two. Avoid 
kicking. Carry subject you are hold- 
ing to safety.

Many of the deaths from drowning 
could have been prevented if the 
would-be rescuers had known the 
proper method to use in carrying the 
person ashore. The big secret in 
carrying or towing a person in the 
water is to get him in such a posi- 
tion that he will not interfere with 
your swimming while you are earry- 
ng him, and if he is struggling to 
get in such a position, that he will 
not grab you. Very often a strug- 


gling person is easier to carry than 
one who is not struggling, as the 
struggling has a tendency to keep the
